While city officials reported a general spirit of co-operation on the part 
cf the community at large with officia] efforts to curb the spread of 
rabies among dogs and cats in the community, reports came from Pol- 
lock Pines indicating the possibility of the infection among the pets in 


that community. 


City Marshall James P. Morton said Wednesday morning that the 


dog which had been penned up dur- © 


ing the weekend for observation was 
Still being held and that the ani- 
mal was showing signs of being ill. 
Whether the dog has rabies is still 
a question. 


The head of a dog slain Tuesday 
at Pollock Pines has been sent to 
laboratories for examination by 
County Health Officer Dr. A. A. 
McKinnon. The dog was reported to 
have bitten other dogs in the com- 
munity. Whether the dog slain had 
rabies will not be known until an 
analysis is made. The extent of in- 
jury to the dogs said to have been 
bitten was not known. 


Meanwhile, Mr, Morton spent the 
greater part of Tuesday visiting the 
county high school Placerville 
Grammar School and the Upper- 
town Grammar School explaining 
to the pupils the nature of the quar- 
antine established by emergency 
city ordinance on dogs and cats, 
and the need for extreme care in 
the handling of pets which appear 
to be at all ill. 

City officials reported that co- 
operation in the observance of the 
emergency ordinance is general 
throughout the community and that 
a number of those who own dogs 
and cats have removed their pets 
from the city for the period of the 
emergency, whi le others have taken 
steps to pen or tie up the animals.

DID IT ever occur to you how 
often some parent will tempt an- 


other parent’s child to violate his 


own conscience and induce that 
child to do things his parents don’t 
want him to do? It often happens 
that the tempter has standards dif- 
ferent from the standards of the 
other parent, and assumes the lat- 
ter are not worthy of respect. But 
regardléss of the virtue of the 
standards to which another child is 
held, we do him violent moral in- 
jury when we tempt him to disre- 
gard those standards to which he 
has, through effort and self-sacri- 
fice, tried to uphold. 
| A mother writes: “I have a little 
girl, eight and one half years. One 
afternoon during the week of our 
Passover she visited a friend of 
mine. While there she was offered 
some ice cream along with this 
woman’s two children and two 
others. Very politely my child re- 
fused the ice cream and thanked 
her, telling her she wasn’t allowed 
to eat it. 
Thought Her Wrong 

“My friend told her that if the 
other children could, so could she, 
but she still refused. My friend 
didn’t like that very well and called 
me on the telephone to tell me I was 
wrong in teaching my child to act 
like that. She said children of that 
age don’t have to observe the holi- 
day so strictly. I told her that I 

understood that, but if my child felt

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“Here’s how it came about. In 
the beginning of the holiday my 
little girl was very much interested 
to know all about it and what we 
were allowed to do and eat during 
that week, so naturally I told her. 
I think any mother would. I did not 
insist on it or frighten the child 
that she would be punished if she 
didn’t do what was right, but what 
I told her on that first day seemed 
to leave an impression, and I think 
she showed a strong character by 
not being tempted.” 


Recalls Experience 


Sometimes we err when off guard. 
For example, I recall that on afew 
occasions I offered candy during 
Lent to a faithful Catholic youth, 
But as soon as I was reminded by 
him that “it is Lent,” I apologized 
and told him I admired his strength 
of character—and I really did. 


Instead of tempting childien 
knowingly to violate their con- 
science, let us strive to encourage 
them to abide by their convictions, 
We need more people who have con- 
victions and the stuff of character 
to stick to them—so long, of course, 
as they do not infringe upon the 
sacred rights of others. That they 
should have standards. different 
from ours is not the question at all. 

And here let me beg of all adults 
that they do not give the visiting 
child candy or other food between 
meals, until they are very sure he 
is so treated at home.

(This is the exception to the 
rule not to wash any wound 
with water). Holding it un- 
der a running tap is an excellent 
way. Dry with clean gauze; ap- 
ply tincture of iodine, let it dry 
and dress as any other wound. 

Always consult a physician 

at once 

He will need to give the wound 
itself further treatment, and 
will either give the Pasteur or 
vaccine treatment himself or 
send the patient to the proper 
Place to receive it, if he be- 
lieves it necessary. The Pas- 
teur or vaccine treatment is ra-

running at large in violation of the 
emergency ordinance will be subject 
to being taken up and summarily 
destroyed.

RABIES FIRST AID TREATMENT 


(From the Red Cross First Aid Text-Book) 


Every doubtful case should 
receive it 
Treatment of Dog 

Do not shoot the dog unless 
sure that he has rabies or that 
there is danger of someone being 
bitten in trying to shut him up. 
Shut him up in a place where he 
absolutely can not get out, or tie 
him with a chain, not rope, and 
observe him for ten days. If he 
does not develop rabies in this 
period, the person bitten is in 
no danger of taking the disease. 
The time required for rabies to 
develop after the person is bit- 
ten is usually twenty-one days 
to two months, forty days being 
the average. Thus it is safe to 
wait a few days before starting 
the Pasteur treatment while the 
the dog is under observation, 
EXCEPT IN BITES OF THE 
FACE, ESPECIALLY BITES OF 
THE LIP, EYELID OR THE 
TONGUE. NEVER WAIT IN 
THESE CASES. Of course, if 
the dog develops symptoms of 
hydrophobia, the Pasteur or 
vaccine treatment should be © 
started at once. If the dog must 
be shot, do not shoot through 
the head. Save the head so the 
physician can have it examined 
for evidence of rabies.
